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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ohno (5,777,960). 

Ohno discloses the invention as claimed. Figs. 9-58 show the optical device that 
receives incident light from a predetermined path, and output the incident light to one of 
a plurality of paths having: the first reflecting unit (1 3, 19, 61 , 28 or 34) for reflecting the 
incident light in a predetermined direction; and the second reflecting unit (4, 20, 62, 29 
or 35) for receiving the incident light reflected by the first reflecting unit (see for example 
Fig. 11), and for reflecting the incident light reflected by the first reflective unit to a 
second path , wherein the first reflective unit and the second reflective unit are arrange 
in one body (see For example Figs. 13 and 14), and capable of moving between two 
positions (note for example the reflecting elements 19 and 20 are referred to as 
movable mirrors which inherently include at least two positions, see column 18, lines 
22-66), one position being on a first optical path, and the other position being in an 
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evacuation position that does not intercept the first optical path (see for example the 
paths shown in Figs. 14, 15, 22, 23, 30A, 30B etc.), as set forth in the claims. 

The reference further teaches: the parallel movement (caused by the linear 
actuator that moves the optical pickup using the rollers and guides rails in the Tr 
directions, see for example Figs. 33-37), as set forth in claims 2, 8 and 13; the rotational 
movement (caused by pivot and rotational actuator, see for example Figs. 13-15), as set 
forth in claims 3, 9 and 14; the rhomboid prism (see for example element 26 shown in 
Fig. 18), as set forth in claims 4, 5, 10 and 1 1 ; and the two mirrors (elements 19 and 
20), as set forth in claims 6 and 12. See also the description of the apparatus and 
figures for further details relating to the limitations as set forth in the claims.
